Rabies appears to have in- 
| creased in Kentucky's livestock 
•nd wild animals during 1956, 
according to Dr. R. L. Hectorne, 
director, Division of Veterinary 
Public Health, Kentucky State 
Department of Health. Up to Sep- 
tember 1, a total of 230 cases of 
tables in animate was confirmed 
by the department laboratories. 
For the same period of time last 
year 183 cases had been confirm- 
ed. 

During the first eight months 
1986, the laboratory has discov- 
ered 25 per cent more rabid 
foxes and 100 per cent more rabid 
cats than in the same period of 
1885. 

' Dr. Hectorne emphasized the 
following for dealing with pos- 
sible rabies: 

1. Any person bitten should be 
placed under a physician's care 
immediately. 

2. Any animal that has bitten 
a person or another animal or is 
suspected of having rabies should 
be confined for 14 days. The lo-

"In view of the increase of ra- 
bies among cats, it would be well 
have the family cat vaccinated 
■too," Dr .Hectrone said.

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ARE WE READY FOR MORE LEISURE TIME? 

There was a day when many Americans were pining 
for the day of retirement, when they could "take it easy." 
We have heard men of middle age and women too— but 
mostly men— looking out into a vague and uncertain fu- 
ture say, "Won't it be wonderful if and when I can give 
up my job and leave off my schedule of daily duties?" 

Most of these people weren't realizing what they were 
saying. They hadn't taken time to consider the real mean- 
ing of those wishful words. With their minds on the drud- 
gery of the hour, they looked and hoped for a Utopia state 
of ease and freedom from toil and sweat. That would be 
the end and the answer to their material wants and their 
mental woes. 

We have referred above to a day when men and 
women had to exert themselves more, physically, to earn 
their living than the present generation does. The strain 
on the brawn, if not the brain, was far greater before the 
modern labor-saving devices played such a major part In 
the world's workshop. 

While it is easier today on the muscles, if not on the 
mind, for the average American to make a living, there 
is more being done about old age economic security. Not 
by the individual, but by the government, whose paternal- 
istic trend has made real strides during the past two de- 
cades The ambitions of "promising" candidates for public 
office have contributed much to the progress made along 
this line. 

But new problems are rising on the horizon of the so- 
cial and economic future. Now that earlier retirement is 
being promised to more people, what is to be the result of 
more leisure time for those past life's meridian? What is 
to be the impact on society as a whole. 

And the candidates are still pointing to prospects of 
more leisure; more ease and comfort; a still shorter work 
week-providing of course their party is retained or put 
into power, as the case may be. Stumping for the Repub- 
licans, Richard Nixon r ecently predicted the four-day 
week as being on the horizon. Next comes Adlai Steven- 
son advocating what amounts to a guaranteed life-time 
wage for allejworkers. Both speakers indicated that the 
goals mentioned were dependent upon their party's vic- 
tory at the polls. 

Looking backward again, we recall the old adage, "An 
idle mind is the devil's workshop." And today we have the 
juveniles, with too much idle time, creating law enforce- 
ment problems . What's going to happen when all the old- 
sters are given the opporuntity to run idly at large, and 
the middleagers have but 32 hours of regular routine to 
keep them occupied during the week? 

We shall certainly be pleased to see Americans enjoy- 
ing more leisure time as the country's mechanized indus- 
trial system steps up production and makes the work load 
lighter. But let's be sure that we are prepared and con- 
stitutionally able to take it. Like power, of which we have 
so much today, leisure time could prove difficult to prop- 
erly control, or use to advantage . 

Let the candidates be credited, since both Mr. Nixon 
and Mr. Stevenson have said that the above mentioned 
gains should be accomplished through the framework of the 
country's free enterprise system. Nevertheless, there are 
to be found more than a few politicians willing to work for 
and take credit for these paternalistic schemes via the po- 
litical route. 

Let's not trade freedom and self-respect for material 
gains. The price is far too high.

FIRE COMES WITH AUTUMN 

The arrival of the autumn season brings fire back into 
our lives, after months of trying to keep cool. 

Those lucky enough to have open fireplaces will start 
a log fire on the first chilly evening. There will be bon- 
fires to celebrate football and basketball victories. Hot 
dogs and marshmallows never taste so good as when they're 
roasted outdoors on a crisp October day. To some of us, 
the smell of burning leaves is the symbol of fall itself. 

Fun? Yes— but be careful. Fire is always a hazard, 
and burns can be painful and dangerous. Don't start the 
log fire until you are sure that chimney and fireplaces are 
in working order. "A roaring fire" sounds fine, but make 
sure sparks and flaming debris aren't carried up the chim- 
ney to set fire to the roof. Be sure you have a fire screen 
so that sparks and cinders don't fly out and start a fire on 
the wrong side of the hearth. Never leave small children 
alone in a room with a fire. Never leave the house or go 
to bed without first putting out the fire. 

It's just as important to be careful of an outdoor fire. 
It should be at safe distance from buildings. Adequate 
fire extinguishers should be on hand. Check the wind di- 
rection, and make sure no one gets too near. Clothing can 
catch on fire so easily. Be especially careful in handling 
charcoal fires. Many a serious burn has come from char- 
coal that "didn't look hot." 

And as for those leaves— you are wasting a fine means 
of enriching your soil if you burn them. Add them to your 
compost pile or use them as a mulch around plants and 
trees. That's the safe way, as well as the thrifty way. 
Burning leaves have a habit of getting out of hand and 
burning up more than themselves. 

If you must smell burning leaves, keep your piles small 
and the hose handy.— Dawson Springs Progress.

"CHOOSE YOUR PAHTNERS" 

You will recall that Hiawatha, 
while returning from a great ad- 
venture in the West, had stopped 
to buy arrows from the Arrow- 
maker at what is now Minnehaha 
Falls, Minnesota. There he saw 
the maiden whose musical name 
was transferred to the falls, and 
there he, as was quite natural, 
lost his heart to her. When he 
got back to his home, up around 
Lake Superior, he kept thinking 
about that Dakota maiden. His 
old grandmother, Nokomis, knew 
a few things, and one of them 
was that young people sometimes 
fall in love. 

Then she spoke the warning 
words that appear at the top of 
this essay. Hiawatha had a will 
of his own, too, and to the Ar- 
row-maker's he went and return- 
ed with Minnehaha at his side, 
who stole the hearts of his peo- 
ple quite as much as she had 
previously stolen Hiawatha's. 
That sounds like Fidelity at its 
best or worst, for we were not 
too far removed from primitive 
times, where is seemed unwise 
to go courting far away from 
one's home place. 

"Up the creek" was some four 
miles, a pretty good distance in 
those days; there were certainly 
fair maiden nearer Sulphur 
Springs and Fidelity than that. 
But up the creek went many a 
young swain, and he, too, re- 
turned in due time with his Min- 
nehaha, though I never heard 
that flowers sprang up spontane- 
ously at their feet as they made 
their way back to Fidelity and 
Sulphur Springs. 

Two of my brothers were 
among the Hiawathas that thus 
itrayed far away to find their 
nates, and then my brother and 
I practically ruined the prophes- 
of old Nokomis and her ilk, 
we went several counties 
away for ours. And that was dar- 
ing, indeed, for that time and 
place. 

I wonder how the local No- 
komises, felt when a nephew of 
mine came back from Holland 
with his Minnehaha. But a 
good many years separate 1896, 
when my oldest brother 
brought back a bride from up 
the creek, and 1949, when my 
nephew came from Holland with 
his, a Dutch girl whom he had 
met when he was stationed in the 
Netherlands during part of World 
War II. 



It just happens that my family 
illustrates this principle a little 
better than the average, for I 
think that most youngsters have 
a great fear that they will mere- 
ly follow family or neighborhood 
tradition and show no original 
ity. When I recall how many new 
things came into even Fidelity 
neighborhood because of these 
daring young Hiawathas, I wish 
I could write a poem, a sort of 
minor echo of Longfellow's, tell- 
ing how humanity, even an far- 
away places, somehow adapts to 
conditions such as those at Fidel- 
ity or Podunk or wherever you 
may be. 

It does not take much probing 
into family history to see how 
limited the choice of a mate used 
to be in certain families. There 
were only a few such families 
that were good enough to affili- 
ate with some of the hoity-toity. 
Sometimes cousins, with an as- 
surance of good blood and breed- 
ing, married in those early days; 
most people of my age could tell 
of having relatives that are 
double kin to us. 

It was not merely aristocratic 
people loke your but among many 
other types, like the rest of us. 
It has been a long time since I 
have known any very close cous- 
ins to marry, though I suppose 
it is still done. With travel and 
college and wide acquaintance, it 
does not seem nearly so likely as 
it did when cousins a few miles 
apart might get to know each 
other as some of the few whom 
they could associate with and 
naturally fall in love. 

I wish I could know who the 
"maiden of her people" was that 
old Nokomis wished Hiawatha to 
marry; I wonder whether there 
might still be legends about her 
(I mean the maiden); maybe she 
drowned herself in some wild 
river of the Northern Penisula 
of Michigan and is now 
a constellation, just like similar 
Greek maidens, and lads, too. 
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God has a way ot turning things 
pound. Paul was brought before 
Fell* lor trial and questioning.

7. Private development of Ni- 
ea is supported overwhelming- 
ly by the people of the area; only 
extremists who want to impose 
their philosophy on others favor 
public development. 

8. Free enterpise in the power 
industry deserves to be protected 

» its record. 

9. Government ownership of in- 
dustry would bring labor under 
bureaucratic control and tend to 
make the American ^ worker t 
servant to his government. 

10. The New York State Fed- 
eration of Labor, with 1,300,000 
members, has endorsed private 
development of Niagara.

To some people the word "bud- 
get" has an implication that is 
distasteful. To them it means cut- 
ting expenses, denying them- 
selves pleasure, and regimenta- 
tion. However, one interpretation 
of the word is that of a financial 
statement of estimated income 
and expenses for a period of time 
and a plan for meeting those ex- 
penses with the available income. 

Greater flexibility in a budget 
may often be achieved by the 
use of credit; that is the use of 
goods and services in return for 
a promise to pay later. Charge 
accounts, installment buying, 
promissory notes, mortgages and 
other debts are the present use 
of future income. 

Now credit is not an evil in 
itself. In fact the wheels of in- 
dustry would soon stop if it were 
not for credit. In the case of the 
family's use of credit, it is a priv- 
ilege and like all privileges not 
to be abused. Credit often allows 
the family to make purchases 
that perhaps they could never 
save enough cash to buy outright. 
In some instances a wise use of 
credit may even save money. 

Before the family ties itself 
down to the schedule of payments 
of the installment purchase or 
other form of credit, it pays to 
investigate closely the cost of the 
credit you are buying; for you 
buy credit. It costs money. 

The first step the shopper 
should take is to determine 
whether the store price is the 
cash or the credit price. If the 
price is the credit price, perhaps 
the store will allow a discount 
for cash. If the cash price is in- 
dicated, you may have to pay 



more if you buy on the install- 
ment plan. For included in the 
cost of the Installment credit, 
there may be special charges for 
opening the account, investiga- 
tion of references, etc. 

Sometimes, on large purchases, 
you may save money by arrang- 
ing for a loan from a bank or 
finance company rather than us- 
ing the store's credit plan. It will 
be to the shopper's advantage to 
examine the various types of 
loans available in retail store, 
bank, and finance company in 
order to get a better understand- 
ing of the credit costs of the var- 
ious organizations. Only with 
solid understanding of the terms 
used in negotiating the loan can 
you determine the true cost of the 
credit yo uare buying. 

With a thorough understanding 
of what buying on the install- 
ment plan costs, families are in 
a much better position to decide 
whether to buy now and pay later 
or to save now and buy later. 
Perhaps a little self-imposed dis- 
cipline in setting up and sticking 
to a budget of your own choos- 
ing will pay good dividends.
